The report of the Committee on Temperance was read, 
amended and adopted.

That all candidates appearing before the Committees of 
Examination on the Course of Study prescribed by the Bishops will be 
re(|uired to submit to a written examination ; that the maximum grade 
be fixed at IhO, tlie general average 70. and that no one shall be allowed 
to pass on any study on which lie fails to make a grade of .70 ; that all 
undergraduates in the Course of Study be reipiired to meet their com- 
mittees, prepared for the examination, on the day before the opening of 
each Conference, at 10 o’clock a. m.

At 1 o'clock the Conference adjourned to meet at 2.30 
o’clock. 



SIXTH DAY — Afternoon Session. 

The Bishop called the C<mference to order at 3 o’clock. 

The devotions were led by W. C. Willson. 

The consideration of the Publishing House Claim was re- 
sumed as unfinished business. F. C. Robbins addressed the 
Conference in 'favor of the original report, after which a 
vote was taken and the substitute was adopted as follows: 

When the bill to appropriate $288,000 to the Book Agents of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, as an indemnity for war damages was 
before the Senate on March 11th, a resolution was otfeied to limit the 
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amount to be paid attorneys to §5,000. In the discussion which arose 
under that resolution statements were made which led certain of the 
Senators to believe that no fee was to be paid to any attorney for ser- 
vices in the case. Subsetiuent developments led to the apix)intment of 
a Committee of Investigation, which should locate the responsibility for 
these statements. 

In the investigation the representatives of the Church claimed that 
the Senate was without the right to sucli information as looked wholly 
in the direction of the ai>plication of the fund rather than of the merits 
of the claim. 

The Senate Committee, in its report made July «th. clearly holds that 
the Senate has such right, and that the Senate's act in regard to tliat 
part of the fund applied to attorney's fees, was influenced by the with- 
holding of information which should have been submitteil by the rep- 
resentatives of the Church. On this v>oint the Committee reports as fol- 
lows (p. Ill); 

"The Committee do not agree with the contention that the Senate 
liad no right to im[uire into the subject of compensation for services 
rendered by their attorne}’ to the Book Agents. The Senate was passing 
upon the question of a claim against the United States made b}* trus- 
tees, not for tiieir personal use. but for the benefit of certain beneficia- 
ries. and there was the same jurisdiction and right to protect the bene- 
ficiaries from excessive charges and extortion that is constantly exer- 
cised by the courts of the land when cases are being tried which affect 
the estates of infants and trust funds." 

While we feel constrained to question the correctness of the position 
affirmed by the Committee in its application to this appropriation, find- 
ing the ground therefor in the assumption that this fund is subject to 
the laws. " which affect the estates of infants and trust funds,'’ never- 
theless, out of a desire to throw no obstacde in the way of a just and 
final settlement, we accept the practical issue as stated by the Commit- 
tee on page IV in the following language : 

“If there was any mistake or omission on the part of the.Senate, it 
was in failing to protect the beneficiaries against the book agents. 
Messrs. Barbee & Smith, whose duty it was to guard their interests, 
and this would have been done if information that properly belonged to 
them had not been withheld.” 

From these citations which embrace the substance of the Committee's 
report, it is made clear that the points of displeasure are : 1st. That the 
beneficiaries were subjected to “ excessive charges and extortion and 
2nd, That the Senate was, by lack of proper information, prevented 
from exercising its right to protect them. 

In view of this statement, and moved by a sincere desire to carry out 
in every particular the will of the Senate in the appropriation of the 
said fund, and to honorably settle a vexed and disturbing question, 
therefore be it 
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Resolved. That we hereby request the Senate, in the exercise of the 
right claimed by the Senate Committee as above described, to deter- 
mine through the proper Committee, what it adjudges to be a reason- 
able and just compensation for the legitimate expenses incurred and 
services rendered by the attorney. 

This done, we pledge ourselves to cooperate with the proper authori- 
ties of the Church in raising an amount equal to the difference between 
the Senate’s estimate and the amount paid by the Book Agents to the 
attorney, said amount to be placed in the Publishing House fund as a 
part of the Senate’s appropriation, in order that the net result remain- 
ing in the treasury of the Church may stand according to the Senate’s 
judgment rather than that of the Book Agents. 

The following was adopted : 

Resolved, That we extend hearty thanks to the good people of Win- 
ston for their kind and generous hospitality extended to us during the 
session of this Conference ; also, that we appi’eciate the Christian cour- 
tesy and kindness of other denominations in offering to us their houses 
of worship. (Signed) C. F. Sherrill.

MEMOIR. 



REV. SIMEON D. PEELER. 

BY B. A. YORK. 

Rev. Simeon D. Peeler was born April So, 1822, near Midway, in 
Davidson County. N. C., and fell asleep in Jesus on the 17th day of 
January. 1898. being Ta years. 8 months and 22 days old. 

He joined tlie North Carolina Conference. M. E. Church. South, 
at Pittsboro, N. C.. in 1854. He traveled as an itinerant preacher 
for thirty-two years, and served the following charges : 1854. Bladen 
Circuit; 1855 and 185G, no record at hand: 1857, Nash Circuit; 1858, East 
Rowan Circuit: 1859, Onslow Circuit: 1860, Raleigh City Mission; 
1861, Hillsboro Station: 1862, Onslow Circuit; 1868 and 1864, Fifth- 
Street Mission, Wilmington; 1865. no record at hand; 1866, Everetts- 
ville; 1867. Fifth Street, Wilmington; 1868 and 1869, Madison Cir- 
cuit; 1870. Mount Airy Circuit; 1871. Jonesboro Circuit; 1872, Car- 
thage Circuit; 1878. Mattamuskeet Circuit; 1874 and 1875, Double 
Shoals Circuit; 1876 to 1879, Yadkinville Circuit; 1880 and 1881, 
Alexander Circuit; 1882, Newton Grove Mission; 1888 and 1884. 
Snow Creek Mission; 1885, Abbott’s Creek Mission. 

In 1886 he was superannuated. 

In 1856 he was ordained Deacon by Bishop Early, and in 1858 he 
was ordained Elder by Bishop Kavanaugh. 

He was a faithful pastor, a good, practical preacher, and zealous 
worker in his Master’s vineyard. He was well educated, and pos- 
sessed a vigorous native intellect, all of which he consecrated to 
Christ and His Church. He possessed a clear conception of the 
great doctrines of tlie Holy Bible and of Methodism, and failed not 
to preach them with an earnestness born of a burning zeal for the 
salvation of immortal souls. Many souls saved by his life and 
preaching will doubtless rise up in the morning of the resurrection 
and call him blessed. 

During the eleven years of his superannuation he seemed to pos- 
sess the sweet spirit of resignation. He told the writer a few days 
before he died that no one knew how hard it is to give up the active 
work of the pastor but those who had tried it ; “ but,’’ said he, “ I 
am in the hands of the Lord as the clay in the hands of the potter,” 
In answer to a question by the writer, he said : “ My faith is strong, 
I am happy in the love of God, and I am trusting in the precious 
blood of Christ.” 

With sorrow and weeping we laid his body to rest in the cemetery 
at Kernersville, to await the morn of the first I’esurrection. 

He leaves behind a son and a daughter, his wife having passed 
over the river some years before. 

Though dead, he still lives. A hero of the Cross, ambassador for 
Christ, he has entered into his reward. 

“ Servant of God ! well done. 

Praise be thy new employ ; 

The battle fought, the victory won. 

Rest in thy Saviour’s joy.”

Nearly all rejaua an increased 
attendance. We i-ejoice in all this, as it indicates a growing interest 
among our peoi)le on the great subject of Christian Pklucation.

We are gratified to learn of the prosj)erous condition of this in.sti- 
tution {)f learning. The attendance is larger than last year, ami 
The conduct of .the student body is reimrtecl to l)e of a high ordei-, 
and The class-room work .very graTifying.

Ed K(-atioufd Report Nomher Tu'o. 

The action of the last (ieneral Conference in constituting a Board 
of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and the 
election of a Secretary of Education, we regard as eminently wise. 
In order to complete the organization in our own Conference, and 
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to facilitate the work in behalf of this important interest of the 
riuirch, your Hoard recommends the adoption of the following:: 

1. This Conference shall elect a Conference Secretary of Ed 
ucation, to serve without salary, to whom the several District 
Boards of Education, hereinafter }jrovided for. shall report imme 
diately xipon their org:ani/.ation. It shall be the duty of the Con- 
ference Secretary of Education to see that the District Boards be 
furnished with catalog;ues of all our institutions and with all infor 
Illation necessary to the prosecution of the work of District Boards, 
ami to keep a roster of teachers desiring situations, and to put them 
in corresjiondence with the Boards apjilying for teachers. 

2. This Conference shall also elect a Conference Treasurer of Ed- 
ucation, to whom all moneys belonging to the Conference Board of 
Education shall be paid, nnd who shall pay out of the said funds 
the expenses of the Secretary of the Board for stationery, print 
ing, etc., and the traveling expenses of members of the District 
Boards, when in the discharge of their tluties as members of the 
Board, and shall })resent an itenii/,ed statement of all moneys re- 
ceived and disbursed by him to the Annual ('onference Board of 
Education, with vouchers therefor. 

dl. District Bo.vkus of Enrc.xTiox. 

Every District Conference shall elect, for a term of two years, four 
laymen, and the Presiding Elder shall appoint three preachers 
from his district, as a District Board of Education. The Presiding 
Elder shall be, ex officio, a member of the Board, and he shall have 
p( wer to fill any vacancies occurring in the Board in the interim 
of District Conferences. He shall call a meeting of the Board for 
his district in the month of April, which shall ett'ect its own organi- 
zation and report the same U: the Confei-ence Secretary of Educa- 
tion, and lay such [ilans for their work in the district as in their 
Judgment are advisable. The four laymen uiion this Board shall 
l)e, ex officio, members of the District Conference. It shall lie the 
duty of the District Bonrds of Education: 

1. To secure through the local Boards of Education, hereinafter 
[in vdded for. .-iuch facts concerning the number i f children and 
young people of our own church of school age and the facilities' for 
education within their bounds as shall enable the Church to know 
the needs of our people; to secure from the Secretary the names of 
such teachers as desire situations, ami to do all in their power to 
supiily the local needs within the bounds of their several districts; 
to procure the names and addresses of such young peo))le as may 
be indiu'ed to attend our academies and colleges, and to rei>ort 
them to the faculties; personaly to aid the agents of our schools in 
whatever way possible when canvassing within their bounds; and 
to report in writing to the District Conference the work of the 
Board for the year, together with the statistics before mentioned. 

2. No student for our ministry shall be admitted to our academies 
or college, as a beneficiary student, who has not been recommended 
to the District Board by the Local Board of the charge in which he 
holds his membership, and by the District Board to the faculty of 
the institution which he proposes to enter. When such applica- 
tion is made and apiiroved, the District Board .shall diligently en 
quire what amount of aid is aljsolutely necessary for such applicant, 
to meet expenses other than tuition, and shall inform the Local 
Boards of the amounts expected from them; and the Local Boards 
shall raise the amounts in such a way as they deem best ; and the 
said amounts, when raised, shall be forwarded to the Treasurer of 
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the t.'oiifereiK'o Board of Hdueatioii %vith information for whom it 
is to be vised. 

No seh(H>l shall be recommended to the ivatronag’e of our peoivle 
by the District Conferences that has not secured the approval of the 
District Board of Educalicn.

After careful consideration, we recogni/.e the lack of interest on 
the part of many of our Sunday School workers. \Ve therefore 
urge our pastors and Sunday School su})erintendents to do ail in 
their power to create a deeper intere.st in the hearts of our people, 
and thereby make the work more effective:

COMMITTEE ON DISTRICT CONFERENl’E RECORDS. 

Your (o)Uimittee on District (.Conference Records beg leave tosul) 
mit the following report: 

We are gratified to note that the recoi*ds of almost all the Con 
fereu(*es are neatly and at'curately kept fr<)m an ’Historic i)oint of 
view, but inaccuracies in spelling, punctuatioin capitalization and 
form occur too often. For the several Di.stricts we note the follow- 
ing criticisms: 

A.slieville District — Reference is me.de ro reports, but no re[)orts 
entered. Alsoothei slight omissions. Otherwise the record is neatly 
and c'orrectly kept. 

Franklin Di.strict — .“save a slight crowding of matter, the record is 
beyond criticism. 

(ireensboro District — Not before the Committee. 

(,’ha,ilotte District — In nund>ering tlu' day of .se.ssions the ordinals 
l.st. 2d and 6d are used instead of fir.sf, second and third. Punctu- 
ation i;s also defective. The record fails to .show who was in the 
chair except at the first session. The record gives as a sup})lement 
the minutes of a minister's meeting held by the Presiding Elder the 
day before the convening of the conference. This c;)iistitutes no 
])art of the work of the conference, hence should have no place on 
the records. With the above exception the record is well kept. 

3Iount Airy District — The general appearance of the Mount Airy 
rtK'ord is good, but it is full of inaccuracies. In almost every min 
ute the pre.sent tense is used for the ])ast. the spelling is bad. cai)i- 
talization bad, abbreviations are used where the word ought to be 
written in full, the ordinals are written in figures instead of words. 
The T'ecretary signed each day’s proceedings, which is unnecessary. 

Salisbury District — We note one grammatical errt)r in report of 
opening session. The record is well kept. 

Morganton District — After noting Jone grammatical^ inaccuracy 
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and one error in punctuation, we have no further ci iticisni to make. 

Statesville District — No criticism is necessary. 

Shelby District — This record is admirably arranged, well worded, 
and plainly written; but the omission of punctuation marks is com- 
mon. We note also a few incorrect punctuation marks and one 
misspelled word. 

Winston District- -The record of the Winston District Conference 
is well kept. We note only the omission of a few prepositions and 
the use of the word “lief’' for “leave.”

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50 MINUTES OF THE NINTH SESSION 

THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF THE WESTERN NORTH 
CAROLINA CONFERENCE. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. This Society shall be known as the Historical Society 
of the Western .North Carolina Conference, and its nieiiibership 
shall be composed of all the members of the Conference, and of the 
various Boards, and the j)residents and faculties of all our colleges 
and schools run in the interest of Methodism within the bounds of 
our Conference. 

Art. II. The object of this Society shall be to collect and preserve 
information in connection with the rise and progress of jMethodism 
in the bounds of the Western North Carolina Conference and else 
where; also curios of interest, manuscripts, portraits, etc., etc. 

Art. III. The proi>erty of this Society shall be deposited at 

, and each article shall be numberetl and labelled, with the 

name of the Society, name of the donor, and the date of i)resenta 
tion, the label to correspond with a like entry in a register kept for 
that purpose. 

Art. IV. The interests of this Society shall be under the super- 
vision of a President, two Vice Presidents, a Treasurer, and a Sec 
rotary (whose duties shall be such as usually pertain to such offices), 
and three ilanagers, the same to be elected annually, and to remain 
in office till their successors are elected. These shall constitute a 
Board of Managers. 

Art. V. The Board of Managers shall meet annually at the seat 
of the annual Conference session. The Society shall meet annually 
on Tuesday night before the meeting of the annual Conference, for 
the purpose of hearing an historical lecture or paper read, for the 
election of officers, or attending to any other business pertaining to 
the Society. And all papers read before the Society shall be con- 
sidered the property of this Society, and held as such. 

Art. VI. All the property of the Society shall be open to the in- 
spection of the members of the Society and others, under the restric- 
tions and regulations of the Board of Managers. And in no case 
shall any article be removed from the museum or repository, except 
by permission of the Board of Managers. 

Aur. VII. The expense of the Society shall be met by voluntary 
contributions. 

Art. VI 11. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting of the Society by a vote of two thirds of the members 
present: Provided, such alteration or amendment shall be presented 
ill writing and approved by a majority of the Board of Managers.
